1. Reference is made to the following document: 
D1: WO 02/054908 

2. The document D1 (page 3, line 10 to page 8, line 5; figures 1 to 6) is regarded as being 
the closest prior art to the subject-matter of independent claim 1 , and shows (the 
references in parentheses applying to this document): 

a table comprising a fixed table top (10) and a extension (30); said extension being 
pivotable with help from pivoting means (20, 100) between an extended position and 
a folded position. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this known table in that the wing supporting the 
extension comprises a stud with a horizontal axis of rotation. 

3. The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

4. The problem to be solved by the present invention may therefore be regarded as 
facilitating the deployment of the table extension. 

5. The available prior art does not disclose nor hint towards providing a supplementary axis 
of rotation for folding the table extension. The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 
of the present application is therefore considered as involving an inventive step (Article 
33(3) PCT). 

6. Claims 2 to 8 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of the 
PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

7. The claimed invention appears to be industrially applicable (Article 33(4) PCT). 
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
